James' Gazette, «nd It Is wlthmnich pleas- 
ure thafc I setout-to saya feW rwords upon 
a subjeot which Loan, without, conceit, lay 
claim to Know aS', trhproughlyjas any man 
breathing. I havo studied •; it, all my life, 
and though I am still quite a young man 
I daro say that few men of way age have 
devoted more attention to physical culture 
and all that appertains to it, I aid not 
speaking merely .otf physical development 
as exemplified in Tnyself-^although I may 
bo pardpnedif I contend t<atI, injnyown 
person, am an irrefatable proof of 'the.cor- 
rcctness of my theorles^-hiit.'.iny convlc- 


l.tions or* based oii^itiuch wider grounds, 


I have tested my theories npon others, and 
in every instance sticih experiments have 
brought about the-'same results. There 
are a good many people, I believe, who 
think that I am merely a phenomenally 
strong man who is himself ignorant of the 
sources of his strength and who argue that 
my "so called system'of physical culture" 
Is, to use a common expression, so much 
"showman's fatter." That this is not 
tlie case I hope'to show. I have gone into 
the subject in a scientific manner and with 
the sole desire gf'wresting from nature tho 
secret of beautifying and developing tho 
body. In that I .think I have succeeded. 


The "athlete" in tho sense that tho word 


is commonly used Is, in my mind, no ath- 
letoat all, for a real athlete must be a 
healthy man. But this is perhaps n little 
beside the point. As has been stated, by 
an athlete is usually meant the man who 
has been trained, and it is really on this 
point, whether training produces strength 
in tho best sense of tho word, that I am 
asked to give my opinion. I say no I The 
training which an oarsman or a runner un- 
dergoes not only does not conduce to 
health, but is positively pernicious and 
dangerous. Training, so far as amateur 
athletes are concerned, is largely a matter 
of dieting and living by hard and fast 
rules. It means living for a considerable 
length of timo under entirely different 
conditions from those which a man has 
been accustomed to. This is altogether 
wrong, as it goes directly contrary to na- 
ture. Nature gives a man a craving for 
certain articles of food and drink, and tho 
fact that a man does crave for them shows 
plainly that these things will do him good. 
The pleasure he gets in having that which 
he desires will help him to digest and as- 
similate it. Of course I am speaking of 
the normal man, not of tho dipsomaniac, 
the glutton or the obese man. This theory 
is, I am aware, contrary to tho ideas of 
many medical men, but I know something 
about the construction and duties of tho 
internal organs as well as of tho bones and 
muscles and bold to it notwithstanding. 
But most people htvvo pi;iiotically found 
that this is tho case. So tho young man 
who prior to his period of training ha? 
been living an ordinary Ufo suddenly finds 
himself denied many of the little hixuries, 
such as his glass of beer and his tobacco, 
ho has been accustomed to "indulge in. 
And on tho top of this he has to do an ex- 
tra amount of hard physical work—tho 
engine has to put' out more energy by the 
aid of - fuel which is perhaps utterly tin 
suited to it. Yes, it may bo said, that is 
quite true, but tho proof of the pudding is 
in tho eating. This noxious system does 
turn out tho young athlete in capital con- 
dition. That, I would answer, -largely de 
pends upon what yon mean by condition. 
Certainly the university oarsman cradlet 
in this system appears to benefit by it, ,but 
does he really? I say no;' that ho not only 
weakens his whole constitution, but docs 
not produce' anythttig like the amount o: 
muscle and "go" which he might obtair 
by more judicious methods with a tithe 01 
the exertion. 


To my mind, the building up of a fine 


physique Is similar to the building of a, 
house. You do not put a massive roo 
upon thin walls; you arc careful thai 
every brick is truly laid; you make quite 
sure of your foundations before yon pro 
ceed fui-thcr. And thus should it'be ii 
the development'Of thro human body. It 
can be done no other way. But is it so in 
the case of tho, trained athlete? .Muscle, 
yes—a lump here and a lunip there,- but 
how often 'do- you '.find "brio with, every 
rnusclo in his body perfectly and symmet- 
rically developed? Not in one case out- of 
10,000. In the other 9,999 cases :thc devel- 
opment is exceedingly irregular; tho man 
with good biceps has a poor chest, ho with 
fine calf has very inferior development in 
the upper part of his'body. Not only this,-' 
but the smaller muscles are, in tho major- 
ity of trained men, almost nonexistent, 
and they are really tho most fmpOrtant,, 
constituting as they, do the connecting, 
links of the whole fabric. 
The muscles 


which appear on the surface arc valuable, 
but they are not all important; those 
which are deeper seated have their part to 
play in supporting and sustaining, .-tho 
others while they are at work. Further, < 
many of tho chief internal organs aro- 
largely muscular; if the machine: Is to 
•work' smoothly and safely, they ipnst bo 
sufficiently strong to bear the straiTfim- 
poscd by the violent exertion of the ex- 
ternal muscles. 
Muscular - development' 


must be distributed equally all over, in- 
side and out, if it is to be a; soptce.of veall 
strength. A man with a huge -arm may 
be actually weaker than another individ- 
ual witn only -half his development -if- -the 
former's heart arid lungs are not propor- 
tionately powerful. These, then, are, I' 
think, tho great mistakes of training. In- 
stead of endeavoring to build up the body' 
gradually in nature'* own way, it aims atj 
developing by violent methods certain 
muscles which aro required for the pcr- 
fonuaucc of specific feats, 
v 


j -Let'the would be ithlete live his ordi- 
'nary life so long as it is a temperate one-, 
let him eat and drink what his fancy dic- 
tates and what experience has taught him. 
agrees with him; let him smoke if he has 
been accustomed to do so. Ho need not! 
deny himself nor 1 ive a life of strict aacotij 
clsm. But if he exercise- every one of his 
muscles in turn and put his mind as well 
As his back into the work,he will be per-1 
fectly astounded with the results.—Eugen 
Sandow in Sti .tames Gazette.

upon the window sill, feed and pet it' and 
call it "the luck.of the house."

How Celluloid Is Made. 


A good deal of secrecy is maintained b; 


the manufacturers of celluloid as to their 
respective methods of 'manufacture. A 
method adopted by a Berlin firm is to pour 
100 parts of ether on 50 of collodion woo 
and 25 of camphor and sttr the covered 
mass In earthenware vessels with rubber 
sticks until a homogeneous gelatinous mass 
is obtained, which is then rolled. At St 
Donis ethyl alcohol is said to bo used. Apar 
from dyestuffs and other additions, the col 
luloid consists on an average of two-third 
of 
pyroxylin and one-third camphor 


Morn camphor imports an unpleasant smol 
and impairs thu strength of tho product 
Tho chemical constitution of celluloid i 
still doubtful.

SIGNIFICANCE LONG LOST. 


Some 
to Do 
Superstitions -Which Have 


With the Pawing; of Life. 


The superstitions which have clustered 


about the closing scenes of human life are 
almost innumerable.' Some, perhaps the 
greater portion; now seem, .to bo -meaning- 
less, but a few had in early days a signifi- 
cance which they have since lost. The 
stopping of the clook at the moment a 
death occurs in the house is still practiced 
in many families in this country and Eu- 
rope, and 'originated in the fact that ac- 
cording to the Jaws of • several European 
states it was- necessary to have evidence of 
the exact moment Of births and deaths oc- 
curring in the royal family. When a king 
died, an attendant was -always present 
whose duty it was to stop tho clook in the 
royal apartment at the moment when 
death occurred, and the timepiece was 
thus a mute record of the event. From 
royal families the descent of this practice 
to aristocratic and finally to families of 
low degree was easy, and many persons 
adopted it as a mere superstition without 
knowing anything of its former signifi- 
cance.

Pert In C»pe Colony. 


A larg* area of ~tbe~niost fertile parfc:6f 


Capo Colony has been .rendered wholly 
valueless by the spread of the prickly pear, 
which is a very free growing cactus at- 
taining a height of from 10 to 13 fee^and 
consisting of thick, branching steins and*a 
profusion of thorn covered leave*. 


Originally introduced into the coast 


towns as a rare garden plant, it was eoon 
found to be so Well suited to both soil.and 
climate that It was planted for ,11 flog, 
fences. The thick, succulent leaves pon- 
toln SO per, pant of moisture, and were* so 
readily consumed by all kinds of live 
(took that farmers in that dry interior be 
gan to plant a little of it as a standby in 
time of drought. .Twenty years ago, in 
tho early days of the ostrich feather boom, 
when all farmers included ostriches anaOng 
the ordinary farm stock, this cactus'was 
found to be invaluable, and thousands-of 
ostriches were reared and fed upoa-:this 
alone. Even tho sheep; and goat farmers 
of the Karroo began to plant it and 
thought they had found a new and valua- 
ble fodder, but it spread with inconceiv- 
able rapidity. Leaves that touched the 
ground took root in a few days* and be- 
came thriving plants. Any small part of 
the leaf broken off by the animals in feed- 
ing at once set up in business for itself. 
Under the South African sun the leaves 
developed also an enormous number of 
prickly spines about an inch long,,hard 
and sharp as needles, which seriously af 
footed the animals, hundreds of whom died 
from this cause.

A Cure For Snake Poisoning.

selves against poisoning from snako bites 
by a method which never until .the present 
time, the twentieth century, has boon dis- 
covered by European scientists. The rn'oes 
of Psyller in Africa, -Morser in Italy and 
Guner in India, ages ago possessed a 
means to insure themselves against poison- 
ing from snake bites, and today there aro 
people who are not harmed by-snake poi- 
son, if we may beliovq the descriptions of 
travelers. ; Such.are the negroes on the 
Guinea coasts, tho race of Eisower In Bar- 
bary, some fakirs and snake charmers in 
India, tho Inhabitants of Mozambique and 
some Kafflr^.ln South Africa. Tho means 
usod by all these peoples to secure immu- 
nity:from snake venom uonsists in taking 
as-medicine the venom, either fresh/or 
dried-, from the venom glands of snakes. 
The mojorlty eat the v.onom, but in Mo- 
zambique the same result is gained by in- 
oculating with it. -That these peoples real- 
ly.do make themselves proof against snake 
bites in this way seems to be surd beyond 
a doubt.

Different cities seem to regard the 


milk situation in different; lights. In 
kTaesachusetts, along the New Hamp- 
sbire line, the view seems to be, accord- 
ng to the Newbnryport Herald, some- 
;hing like this: 


Milk dealers in various cities are 


alk ng about raising the price of milk, 
laiming that the long 
continued 


drought has made an increase impera- 
ive. The producers have tried unsuc- 
cessfully to have the price raised, but 
-he big contractors have refused to pay 
my more. 


The farmers through the country are 


»aid twenty-one cents for eight quarts 
of milk. Tbe milkmen get six cents a 
[uart fnr it. In northern Massachu- 
setts and New Hampshire the farmers 
elling milk to the Hood company have 
ried to get more for their milk, and 
leld a meeting for the purpose of corn- 
lining and demanding a fraction of a 
cent u quart mote than they were re 
ceiving. 


They made the demand and received 


circular letters tbat the 
contractors 


would go back further into the country 
and shut them out altogether if they 
would not take what the contractors 
were paying them.

"Sho 


received me," ho wrote, "with her fine, 
animated child on thp floor by her side, 
busy with its playthings, of -which I soon 
became one." Indeed throughout 'Drlna's 
childish days we find her never far from 
her mother's side. 


On her fourth birthday the child re- 


ceived u present from King George IV, 
•'Uncle King" she bad been taught to 
call him. It was a miniature portrait, of 
himself, richly set in diamonds. The king 
also gave a state dinner party to the duch- 
ess and her little daughter. 


Until Victoria was 0 years old the only 


money her mother received upon which to 
bring up and educate the child was that 
generously allowed her by Uncle Leopold, 
but whon tho child was 3 George IV sent 
a. message to parliament asking that a 
suitable allowance be made. Kot long 
afterward parliament voted tho yearly 
payment of £(5,000 (§30,000) to the duchess 
for tho proper bringing up of the princess, 
out not even then did her mother's broth- 
er withdraw his generous allowance. 


It wjis only when he became king of the 


Belgians in 1831 and thought it right to 
forego tho £35,000 ($175,000) a year al- 
lowed him by .England that he ceased to 
allow his sister £3,000 ($15,000), as he 
bad done for years.

Olil Time Sunday Melon Sales. 


"A man would hardly imngino that 


negroes used to crowd around the front of 
that elegant church and sell watermelons 
on Sunday," said H. T. Powell, tho well 
known banker. Ho referred to Mulberry 
Street Methodist church, one of tho finest 
church buildings in Macon. "But it's r. 
fnct," continued Mr. Powell. ''I'm not 
an old man," and everybody in the crowd 
looked with admiration zic iris tall, erect 
figure, "but I can remember those scenes 
as well as if they wore yesterday. 


"It was before the war, when all tho 


slave owners allowed their industrious 
slaves an aero or so of land on which to 
raise watermelons or anything thoy chose. 
The negroes were, given every Saturday 
afternoon to tend their patches and on 
Sundays were allowed to hitch a mulo to 
a wagon and take their melons and other 
produce around to churches, camp meet- 
ings or elsewhere and sell them. It was a 
very common thing to see a man stop at a 
negro's watermelon pile and select ;i mel- 
on, pny for and put it into his buggy and 
drivo on home after church, and indeed 
children frequently clubbed in and bought 
melons from the slaves and ate them dur- 
ing tho tirna between Sunday school and 
preaching. 


"In those days masters took great inter- 


est in the industry and enterprise of their 
slaves, and did everything they could to 
encourage them. Nobody ever thought of 
objecting to or interfering with tho ne- 
groes in their Sunday traffic. "T—Macon 
Telegraph.

de la Constitution, in front of tho royal ' 
I-aluco, IHIOUUSO 56 was understood thut tho 
editor of one of the Athenian journals wus 
to come and address the populnec from i\ 
position in front of a well known cafe. 
Over tho tops of sonio trees «n£ above a 
stonu terraoo showed tho quiet dwelling of 
tho king, its windows all heavily curtained 
as if it hud closed its eyes purposely to this 
scene in the square below it. 


Tho editor was lute." He was nlso a 


deputy, und as tho chiimber was then in 
session ho was 'supposed to be engaged 
there. Tho -crowd did not display mueh 
impatience while awaiting him.

It limits the responsibil- 
ity, as it makes a member or the firm lia- 
ble only for that w hich is named in th 
articles of incorporation. 
In this Kind <i| 


corporation or firm tho law which allowt 
them to limit their responsibility also re- 
quires that the word'limited' shall always 
be tibed in naming tho firm, HO that all 
may know exactly that, though them may 
bo a largo number of very heaxy men finan- 
cially interested in a c.oncurn, their inter- 
est and responsibility aro limited. 
It H a 


i'uir thing all arounii, fur it prc\ents the 
use of big names, which havo sometimes 
been used to boom enterprises and corpo- 
rations, when in reality the owner.-, of tho 
names have had but littlo interest in the 
concerns."—Washington fcitar.

Now it is divided into pasture 
stations or ranches, existing every six 
miles. The fencing is said to li.ive nost 
about $30,000. 
Tho land is best adapted 


for rice, sugar, corn and cotton. A tract, 
say half a milo wade, is taken, and an en- 
gine is placed on each side. Tho engines 
are portable and operate a cable attached 
to four plows. 
By this arrangement CO 


acres aro gone over in a day with tho labr.:- 
of only three men. 
There is not .1 singlo 


draft horse on the entire place, if we ex- 
cept thoso used by the herders of cattla, of 
which there are 10,000 bend on the place. 
The Southern Pacific railway runs for :)('> 
miles through tho farm. 
Tho company 


has three steamboats operating on tho 
waters of the estate, of which 300 miles 
are navigable. It hns also an icehouse, 
bank, shipyard and rice mills.—Knoxvillc 
Tribune. 


Victoria.'* Domestic Justice. 


A regular court of justice—tho court of 


the Marsbalaoa—is attached to the queen's 
household, with its officers and constables, 
and the salaries of its officials amount to 
ifil.'.tS'l.1 This ancient court dates from tho 
roign of Henry VIII, and its duty is to 
administer justice between tho queen's 
servants, .so that thoy may not Juo drawn 
into other courts and the queen loso their 
services. Its jurisdiction extends over all 
tho palaces with the exception of Buck- 
ingham palace, whose board of green clot h 
claims powors within a. circuit of 12 miles 
from Whitehall. Both courts nro presided 
over by tho same functionaries, the lord 
steward, treasurer, comptroller nnd master 
of tho household. When her majesty ascend- 
ed the throne, tho powors they wloldod 
were much more extensive than they aro 
now, 
all crimes, oven thoso of high trea- 


son, felony and murder, if committed with- 
in tho precincts of tho palaces, being ad- 
judicated by theso courts.—New York 
World.
